He says, “ Faith comes partly through knowledge and 
enlightenment, and love and service are the fruits of one's 
faith/' Recently married to an American girl of Danish 
background who is a social worker, he has broken every 
tradition of his family. But he is convinced that “ the inter* 
change and amalgamation of cultures and ideas will do 
much to bring world peace."

Onr of the p rov en barom eters of recent elections 
has tieen this: Ask what ttie leading issues of the 
coming election will be. then which p olitical p arty y ou 
think can do a better jot) of handling that p articular 
question. Ov er the last two decades, the answers to 
those questions h a\e p rov ided a sensitiv e forecast of 
v oting behav ior in each of the national elections so 
teMcd by the Gallup |>oll. 
For instance, in 19 66 the top p roblems were the 
war in Vietnam, racial strife and the high cost of 
living, the same as today . The |>oll gav e the Democrats 
a 33 to 47 edge ovei the Rep ublicans. The congres­ 
sional elections that fall were sp lit 32 to 48 in fav or 
of the Democrats. 
Before the Presidential election of 19 64, the Dem­ 
ocrats had a lead of 63 to 37 |>cr cent. President John­ 
son won ovei Senator Barry Gold w ater by a 61 to 39 
l>cr cent margin. 
In 19 62, the barom eter worked again, when the [>oll 
showed the Democrats ahead bv 38 to 42 and they 
won the Congressional election by the same div isiv e 
margin. 
Howev er, in 19 6U, the p oll was v ery close. It showed 
almost identical results, which forecast the hairbreadth 
election of John F. Kennedy ov ei1 Richard M. Nix on. 
Again now. the ftoll shows the sp lit between the 
p arties 51 |>er cent Rep ublicans to 49 jier cent Dem­ 
ocrats, forecasting another v ery close election this 
fall. This p oll is on isiues and p arties, not indiv iduals, 
mind y ou. What a giv en candidate on each p arty ticket 
will do to change this showing remains to lie seen. 
As of now. howev er, the barom eter is rising with the 
Rep ublicans. They can ex p ect to win with any of their 
candidates 
Nix on, Rockefeller or Reagon. The Dem­ 
ocrats will hav e to work somewhat harder to ov ercome 
their fallback. They will need to determine which one 
of their candidates can best ov ercome the difference— 
Huhp hrey , Kennedy or McCarthy . Once the candidates 
are chosen, the reading may alter. 


J o hnso n Tips Ilis Hand 


“ If I could hav e one hoj>e today , it would l>e this: 
That whoev er may !>o President, wherev er he may 
I'cside, whatev er p arty he belongs to. he will look at 
the social record of the p ast fiv e y ears and say ‘We 
hav e just begun.’ ” 
President Johnson thus made social p rogress in the 
United States decisiv e in his choice of a successor. 
S h ak in g to the International Ladies Garment Workers 
conv ention in Atlantic City , he went further and added. 
“ I hop e our nex t President will hav e just begun and 
will continue to build and heal and to unite the greatest 
nation in the world.” 
In so say ing, Johnson used almost identical language 
with that which Vice President H ubert H. Hump hrey 
and ivis sup p orters ate using, that he above all candi­ 
dates for the Presidency can unite and heal this coun­ 
try . Johnson thus left no doubt about his own choice. 
Times hav e changed and there are “new p olitics and 
p articip atory democracy ,” Johnson said, alluding to 
some of the things that the two Senate candidates 
for the Democratic nomination 
Robert F. Kennedy 
and Eugene J. M cCarthy —are p iessing. But he added, 
“The old-time religion is good enough for me. and the 
old-time liberalism is good enough for me,” 
If any question remained alx uit his meaning, John­ 
son quoted some writers who hav e com p aired his meth­ 
ods and those of Kennedy and M el'art by , and deliv ered 
the final coup : “These accomp lishments may not hav e 
lioen achiev ed w ith charism a or sty le, but they ’were 
done.” 
Hr may sp eak more p lainly before the Democratic 
national conv ention but Johnson has made clear his 
p reference and his labor audience knows it.

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Election Barometer 


On? of the proven Ixtrompter* of recent elections 
has t>een this: Ask what the leading issues of the 
coming election will he, then which political party you 
think can do a latter jot) of handling that particular 
question. Over the last two decades, the answers to 
those questions ha\e provided a sensitive forecast of 
voting behavior in each of the national elections so 
tested by the Gallup jtoll. 
For instance, in 1966 the top problems were the 
war in Vietnam, racial strife and the high cost of 
living, the same as today. The |>oll gave the Democrats 
a 33 to IT edge over the Republican*. The congres­ 
sional elections that fall were split 32 to 48 in favor 
of the Democrats. 
Before the Presidential election of 1964, tile Dem­ 
ocrats had a lead of 63 to 37 per rent. President John­ 
son won over Senator Barry Goldwater by a 61 to 39 
per m it margin. 
In 1962, the barometer worked again, when the j>oll 
showed the Democrats ahead bv 38 to 42 and they 
won the Congressional election by the same decisive 
margin. 
However, in I960, the |»oll was very close. It showed 
almost identical results, which forecast the hairbreadth 
election of John F. Kennedy over Richard M. Nixon. 
Again now, the pol! shows the split between the 
parties 31 per cent Republicans to 49 lier cent IVm- 
ocrats. forecasting another very close election this 
fall. This poll is on ismes and parties, not individuals, 
mind you. What a given candidate on each party ticket 
will do to change this showing remains to lie seen. 
As of now, however, the t>acorneter is rising with the 
Republicans. They can exjiect to win with any of their 
candidates — Nixon. Rockefeller or Reagon. The Dem­ 
ocrats w ill have to work somewhat balder to overcome 
their fallback. They will need to determine which one 
of their candidates can best overcome the difference— 
Huhphrey, Kennedy or McCarthy. Once the candidates 
are chosen, the reading may alter. 


Johnson l ips His Hand 


“If I could have one hoi** today, it would lie this: 
That whoever may Ive President, wherever he may 
reside, whatever party he belongs to. he will look at 
the social recoid of the past five years and say ‘We 
have just begun.’ ” 


P it sident Johnson thus made social progress in the 
United States decisive in his choice of a successor. 
Speaking to tile International Ladies Garment Workers 
convention in Atlantic City, he went further and added. 
‘ I hope our next President will have just begun and 
will continue to build and heal and to unite the greatest 
nation in the world.” 
In so saying. Johnson used almost identical language 
with that which Vice President Hubert H Humphrey 
and I Vis supporter* are using, that he alxne a1! candi­ 
dates for the Presidency can unite and heal this coun­ 
try. Johnson th u s left no doubt about his own choice. 
l imes have changed and theiT are "new la itie s and 
participatory democracy,” Johnson said, alluding to 
>ome of the th in g s th at the two Senate candidates 
foi the Democratic nomination 
Robert F. Kennedy 
and Eugene J. McCarthy 
a ie piessmg. Rut he added, 
' The old-time religion is good enough for me. and the 
old-time liberalism is good enough for me.” 
If any question remained about his meaning, John­ 
son quoted some writers who have compared his meth­ 
ods and those of Kennedy and McCarthy, and doliveivd 
the final coup: "These accomplishments may not have 
lieen achieved with charisma or style, but th ey‘were 
done.” 


He may speak more plainly bcfoie the Democratic 
national convention but Johnson has made clear his 
preference and his labor audience knows it.
